W ith a third of the motor vehicle 
owners in Ut** United States and 
hall of those in Canada now oper­ 
ating under one or more essential 
provisions of the safety responsibil­ 
ity law. this legislation will be to 
the forefront in the legislatures now* 
in session in the majority of states, 
according to Elton G. Boyer, pres­ 
ident of the Gettysburg motor club, 
whic his affiliated with the Amre- 
tcan automobile association. 
Mr. Boyer declared that approx­ 
imately twenty states are now ad ­ 
vocating 
the 
safety responsibility 
law as tire weapon for the control 
of the reckless driver. 
‘ While this legislation is now in 
effect 
in twelve states," he said 
"there lias been no move for its re­ 
peal and in several states efforts are 
being made to strengthen the law to 
conform strictly to the provisions 
outlined by the AAA. As a result 
advocates of compulsory autom o­ 
bile 
insurance have been almost 
completely routed." 
Safety la w Outlined 
The AAA club executive outlined 
the provisions of the safely respon­ 
sibility law as follows: 
"First, a drivers' license law. 
"Second, m andatory suspension of 
the driving privileges of all persons 
convicted of .serious violations of the 
motor vehicle laws, until proof of 
future financial responsibility has 
been established 
This is an addi­ 
tion to all penalties under existing 
laws. 
"Third, it provides tor the suspen- 
esion of the driving privileges of all 
persons against whom a final judg­ 
m ent establishing the driver's negli­ 
gence has been legally rendered and 
who have failed to met*! the judg­ 
ment. this suspension to rem ain in 
effect until the judgm ent has been 
satisfied and a guarantee of future 
responsibility established 
"Fourth, it provides for the in­ 
sertion in the drivers’ license law 
of a proviso which will prevent the 
issuance of ti perm it to drive to any 
person whose right to drive is at 
th at time suspended in any other 
state, thus in effect providing for 
the inter-exchange of suspension 
rulings as between states."

No one knows .lust why. 
Time after time skilled performers 
have reached a high pinnacle of 
success and, like a candle light in a 
sudden breeze, vanished. 
The radios audience, more than 
any other, demands change. 
They 
hear but rarely see t he broadcasters, 
and thus the intangible lure of oft­ 
times vivid personalities is denied. 
Too, artists are not able to feel the 
spark of spontaneity that 
conies 
with face-to-face contact. 
So far few radio stars have main­ 
tained top furore for more than a 
year. 
Often it is only six months, 
and they begin slowly to slip. 
In 
some instances personal appearances

They lack the quality called “a 
box office draw.” 
Talking machine 
recording artists who appear in per­ 
son are far more valuable in boost­ 
ing receipts.

They have no way of knowing how 
many listen in. 
There is no* ap­ 
plause and they must wait several 
days before receiving praise. Their 
names do not blaze in electric lights 
and not a handful of curiosity seek­ 
er.s watch for them at .studio doors. 
Vanity is not appeased by recogni­ 
tion in public. A stage star has ten 
and often 20 fruitful years.

cinema star will hold audiences for 
five years and longer.

star cannot hope for more than two 
years as things are today.
